The draft estimate, produced by the 
CJ.A.'s National Foreign Assessments 
Center, has stirred debate within Admin- 
istration foreign policy circles, as foreign 
affairs spokesmen have publicly accused 
the Soviet Union of training, equipping, 
and financing . intemation^ • terronst 
^ups. 

The review: of the draft estimate has 
once again raised questions about the 
relationship between intelligence offi- 
cios and policy makers, with some C.L A. 
officials concerned that the agency is 
coming under pressure to tailor its analy-, 
sis to fit the policy views of the Adminis- 
tration.

^ Union was ‘‘probably” "sxipporting the 
Palestine Liberation Or^ization, which 
he said must be identified as a terrorist 
organization, through finjancial assist- 
ance and through support of its “main 
aims.” .
